Mattapoisett Special Town Meeting 

February 12, 2001

A Special Town Meeting for the Town of 
Mattapoisett was called to order on Monday, February 12, 
2001 in the Old Rochester Regional High School 
auditorium in order to discuss the proposed renovations 
to Old Hammondtown School and Center School. Before 
the meeting was called to order, the Board of Selectmen 
had an order of business to attend to, and that was the 
appointment of David J. Moniz of 118 Howland Road, 
Fairhaven, as a police officer in the Town of Mattapoisett. 
The board unanimously voted in favor of his 
appointment. The board also wished to remind residents 
that due to the holiday next week, there will not be a 
Selectmen's meeting on Monday evening, February 19. 

Town Moderator William Blasdale called the 
Special Meeting to order and began by introducing the 
many town officials that were present for the meeting, 
including Town Clerk Lois Ennis, Finance Committee 
(FinCom) member Erma Nicholson, Town Counsel Dan 
Perry, Town Accountant Judy Mooney Board of 
Selectman Chairman Paul Lambalot, Selectman Barry 
Denham, Selectman Ray Andrews and Executive 
Secretary Carol Adams. 

The Town Meeting began with the reading of the 
single Article asking the voters to appropriate the sum of 
money of $25 million dollars "for the purposes of

constructing additions to, and reconstructing, remodeling 
and making extraordinary repairs to the Center School 
and Old Hammondtown Schools, including original 
equipment and landscaping, paving, and other such 
improvements ."

She added that the time that has gone by has been 
frustrating. However, it has allowed the town ample 
opportunity for studies to be done, for the voices of 
residents to be heard and for the committee to "fine tune" 
their plans. Also, the reimbursement changes that have 
gone into effect help the town tremendously — the 65 
percent reimbursement rate from the state is key to the 
project. The committees were able to "reap the benefits of 
all of these discoveries and implement them" into the 
current plan. 

Selectman Ray Andrews spoke next, detailing the 
specific renovation plans as well as answering the issues 
of necessity, costs, and the benefits of such a renovation. 
Selectman Andrews explained that the schools need these 
renovations due to the many physical deficiencies at both 
schools. Portable classrooms at Old Hammondtown and 
the infrastructure at Center School are "beyond the end of 
their useful life." 

Furthermore, libraries at both schools are too 
small and lack the technological facilities that students as 
well as staff need to "access, interpret, and communicate 
information in today's society." Traffic patterns at both 
schools pose safety concerns; the combination gym/ 
cafeteria /auditorium in each school is overburdened and 
"compromises school programs." There are compliance 
issues with current codes and the Americans with 
Disability Act (ADA). Finally, there is simply no more 
space in either school to accommodate more students. 
Studies have predicted an increase to 850 students in the 
Mattapoisett school system over the next 20 years. 

The projected cost of both projects is $25 million. 
"This is a turnkey cost that includes adequate contingency 
and project management costs, as well as an anticipated 
rise in construction costs over the course of the project," 
Selectman Andrews said. "It also includes all design fees 
incurred thus far. Currently, Mattapoisett qualifies for 65

percent reimbursement of all project costs from the state. 
Mattapoisett' s share of the $25 million minus the 65 
percent reimbursement is $8.75 million. For a home 
assessed at $200,000, this will be an average tax increase 
of $253 a year." 

A Power Point presentation of proposed plans 
and sketches for the two schools was presented. The 
recommended renovations to the schools include: 

• Center School will maintain the Historic 1898 
wing. Two back additions will be replaced with a more 
cost effective, energy efficient, workable and expanded 
educational space in a two-story addition. Safe traffic 
circulation and parking spaces. Recreational space that 
can be used by the town will be created.

• Old Hammondtown School will see the 
following improvements: A wing of classrooms, a new 
media center, and gym will be added. Existing internal 
space will be minimally reworked to provide necessary 
special education room and replace the portable 
classrooms. The entire structure will be more energy 
efficient and cost-effective. Safe traffic patterns and 
parking space will be provided. Town recreation space 
will be maximized. 

Selectman Andrews added that the town would 
benefit from the renovations, as well; citing the 
preservation of landmark historic buildings in the village, 
community use within the schools' gymnasiums, and the 
assurance that the schools will address the children's 
needs of the community for many years to come. 

The project will be approached in two phases. 
Phase I will begin June 2001 through September 2002. It 
will complete construction of Old Hammondtown School; 
the children will not be moved. Construction on new 
wings will be safely sectioned off and contained. 

Phase II will begin January 2003 through August 
2004, whereupon Center School students will be moved to 
the new wing of Old Hammondtown School. Center 
School will be closed entirely and construction will be 
completed.

Moderator Bill Blasdale reminded 
everyone that on the following day Tuesday February 13, 
the Special Town Election was to take place on this same 
matter and that polls were to be open from 10:00 am to 
8:00 pm. With that, the Special Town Meeting was 
adjourned at 8:10 pm. 

Mattapoisett Approves Schools Expansion 

February 13, 2001 

Over 1,000 registered voters flocked to the polls 
on Tuesday, February 13 in the Town of Mattapoisett to 
consider a single question on the Special Election ballot to 
allocate a total $25 million for repairs, renovations and 
expansion to both the Center and Old Hammondtown 
Elementary Schools. The Special Election was a follow-up 
to the previous evening's Special Town Meeting in which 
voters also overwhelmingly approved the proposed 
project by a majority vote of 122 to 2. 

Voters likewise supported the dual projects at the 
ballot box, 774 to 335. The election drew 1,109 voters out 
of 4,453 registered, or a 24.9 percent estimated voter 
turnout. 

Mattapoisett is currently locked-in to a 65 percent 
reimbursement rate from the state, which means of the 
$25 million cost, the town is responsible for $8.75 million.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

February 12, 2001 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

After a brief Executive Session to discuss contract 
negotiations at 6:30 pm, a regular meeting of the 
Rochester Board of Selectmen was called to order in Open 
Session on Monday, February 12 at 7:10 pm by Chairman 
Naida Parker. Also present were Selectman Richard 
Cutler, Selectman Patricia Ryan, Town Administrator 
James Huntoon, and Administrative Assistant Veronica 
Lafreniere. 

After unanimously approving the minutes of the 
January 15, January 29 meetings, and the January 29 
Executive Session minutes, the board met with members 
of the Planning Board to consider appointing Arnold M. 
Johnson of Bowens Lane to fill a vacancy in their 
membership. Mr. Johnson had previously run for a seat 
on the Planning Board, and was also preparing to 
campaign for the same on the upcoming Annual Town 
Election ballot. 

"I'd like to fill the (Planning Board) seat through 
the Town Election," Mr. Johnson said. "I think I can do 
some good in the town." 

With that, the joint members of the Planning 
Board and Board of Selectmen unanimously voted to 
appoint Mr. Johnson to the Planning Board, to fill the term 
through the April Town Election. 

At 7:15 pm the board met with Conservation 
Agent Laurell J. Farinon to discuss a couple of pending 
matters, beginning with the newly-created position of 
Conservation Assistant. "Basically, my job description 
isn't reflective of all (my duties)," Ms. Farinon said. "As a 
result of my working in several areas, it's to everyone's 
advantage if we create the position of Conservation 
Assistant ... to work about eight hours a week, helping 
with inspections, updating the Open Space Plan, and

dealing with other (Conservation Commission) matters." 

Ms. Farinon noted that there is $8,000 currently in 
the budget allocated for "consultant" services which 
could be used to pay this part-time position. She's already 
been before the Finance Committee (FinCom) and the 
Personnel Board regarding this suggestion, and she's 
hoping to hire someone as soon as possible. 

"We've issued more (orders) in the past two 
months than I have since coming on board as 
Conservation Agent," Ms. Farinon said. "At this point, it 
makes more sense to pay someone less money to go out 
and do inspections ... so I can concentrate on other areas." 

Ms. Farinon also wanted to inform the board that 
they were hoping to reactivate the Open Space Committee 
and is looking for residents to volunteer to serve on that 
board. They need at least five members, and previously 
had seven or eight active participants. Residents 
interested in serving on the Open Space Committee 
should send letters to the Board of Selectmen, c/o 
Rochester Town Hall, 1 Constitution Way, Rochester, MA 
02770. 

Lastly, Ms. Farinon wanted to advise the board 
that the Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) of 
$600,000 for the Rochester Senior Center is currently being 
processed and administered and there is a contingency in 
the grant stipulations stressing that no additional CDBG 
funds can be used over the awarded amount.

only get about $12,000. I'm hoping we can talk to the 
FinCom and see if we can set up our own fund for 
community preservation." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to cancel 
the previously planned Special Town Meeting slated for 
March 5 to consider adopting the Community 
Preservation Act in Rochester, and also voted to remove 
the related question scheduled for the Annual Town 
Election ballot.

Mr. Huntoon said they've sent a letter to the telephone 
company about this matter, but Selectman Ryan 
suggested the next letter might go to the Department of 
Transportation and Energy (DTE) complaining about 
these eyesores. "Within four-tenths of a mile ... I counted 
eleven double poles in Rochester," she said. 

• The board agreed to schedule a tentative

immediate attention. Otherwise, they would forgo 
meeting until Monday, February 26.

CHOOSING A PET BIRD 

I have been thinking about getting a pet bird. How do I decide 
what kind to buy? 

If you have never had a pet bird before I'd recommend start- 
ing with a budgerigar (parakeet) or a cockatiel. They are 
small relatively easy to care for and relatively inexpensive. 

I've always wanted a cockatoo but I don't know too much about 
them. 

Cockatoos are loving gentle birds that require a huge time 
commitment. Owning a cockatoo is like having a perennial 2 
year old child for 50 years. They are often very loud and de- 
structive and may go through phases that make you ques- 
tion your sanity for wanting this bird in your home. Not a 
good choice for an avian novice. 

Is it better to get one bird or to get a pair? 
Birds that live with other birds tend to remain "bird ori- 
ented" and are much more difficult to tame than birds that 
spend lots of time out of their cage with people.

Hannibal. Starring Anthony Hopkins and Julianne 
Moore. Directed by Ridley Scott. Running time: 131 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall andFlagship Cinemas inNewBedford. 

To get the obvious out of the way quickly: Hannibal is not The Silence 
of the Lambs. By the same token, Silence of the Lambs was not Hannibal — 
and neither film is Manhunter, the 1986 film in which Dr. Hannibal Lecter 
debuted. All three are very different movies by three very different 
directors, all of whom bring their own style and tone to the work of 
Thomas Harris (who wrote the three novels known as "the Lecter 
books"). To compare Hannibal to its Oscar-winning predecessor is 
senseless: It's really the final movement of a trilogy, a fond farewell to a 
fellow Stephen King has dubbed the greatest character in 20th-century 
horror fiction. 

Following Harris' 1999 bestseller fairly closely, the drum-tight 
screenplay (credited to David Mamet and Steven Zaillian) departs from 
the police-procedural narrative of the first two Lecter outings. This trip 
is more of a Jacobean revenge play, each character motivated by hate, 
greed, envy, unrequited love or lust, and, in the obvious case of Lecter, 

fluttony — each of the deadly sins seems well-represented in Hannibal. 
he sole exception is FBI Agent Clarice Starling (Julianne Moore, in for 
Jodie Foster), whose motives are purer; still haunted by the screaming of 
the lambs, she is ironically driven to save another sacrificial lamb — 
Lecter himself. 

Lecter has been targeted by former victim Mason Verger (an 
uncredited, unrecognizable Gary Oldman, caressing each syllable with 
a decadent drawl never heard on this planet before), now horribly 
mutilated after a particularly ghastly encounter with his erstwhile 
therapist. Verger plans to capture Lecter and offer him, feet first, to a pack 
of ravenous boars, a diabolical irony even Lecter would appreciate. The 
recently disgraced Starling (suspended after a botched drug bust that 
wasn't "her fault) must findLecter before Verger's minions do; time is of 
the essence, though, because Verger's men are closing in on Lecter in 
Florence, where he has assumed the identity of an art curator, and a 
decent but desperate-for-cash Italian detective (Giancarlo Giannini) is 
likewise on his trail, mainly for the reward money. 

There is not one inessential scene in Hannibal — it's extremely plot- 
centered, and those who treasured the quiet pockets of dread and 
sadness in Silence will miss those things here. Hannibal hits the ground 
running and sprints for more than two hours towards its grisly, by-now- 



mtamous climax. What the movie lacks in emotional tonality, though, it 
more than makes up for in operatic Grand Guignol and dark comedy, as 
well as a ghoulish parody of a tragic love story. Lecter, it seems, is 
mesmerized by Clarice — her pain, her strength, but mainly her force of 
will. In the movie's major departure from the book, the feeling is not 
mutual; Clarice wants to save Lecter, but only to bring him back to a cell. 
The choice he eventually gives Clarice — and himself — in a key moment 
defines both their characters superbly. 

It won't be long before you fully accept Julianne Moore as the older 
but wiser Clarice, with nary a backward glance at Jodie Foster's 
interpretation. Without giving a better or worse performance, Moore 
simply makes Clarice her own, giving her the weight of ten years of 
defeat and frustration at the hands of FBI he-man woman-haters like 
Paul Krendler (Ray Liotta), who takes every opportunity to halt her 
advancement when he isn't crudely hitting on her. And she more than 
holds her own in her few scenes opposite the man of the hour, Anthony 
Hopkins, who could have slummed nis way through Lecter this time, but 
doesn't. Hopkins strolls through Hannibal like a man enjoying an intensely 
amusing private joke, which Tie shares with us alone. At times he's so 
suave he could almost be the intellectual-savage version of James Bond, 
with Verger as his Blofeld-type nemesis. But towards the end, when 
Lecter tips his hand and shows the repulsed Clarice exactly what his true 
nature is (in a hilariously literal pun on his former profession), Hopkins 
shows us something new: regret and mourning for what could have been 
(and once was, in the book) and now can never be. He could devour her 
heart but will never win it. 

Hannibal is a dark and complexly entertaining ride, highly generous 
to multiple viewings (I liked it even more the second time), but many 
critics, eager to express their official disapproval of matinee gross-outs, 
have weighed in with disproportionate venom — one viciously insulting 
pan, by Charles Taylor of salon.com, went so far as to compare those who 
enjoy Hannibal with Verger's man-eating swine. Not everyone will be 
ready for this ride; the easily-nauseated should probably stay home. But 
director Ridley Scott (redeeming himself after his oafish G.I. Jane and 
Gladiator) approaches Hannibal as a gruesome beau ty-and-the-beast tale, 
in which the noble heroine keeps ner virtue and her soul, while the 
monster battles his appetites and finds his own soul, single-handedly.

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Pop and Circumstance 
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As we approach mid-February, that can only mean two 
things: that countless husbands and significant others are about 
to be severely chided for not getting their better-half s anything for 
Valentine's Day ... and the month-long hoopla for movie geeks 
like me has commenced with the announcement of the Academy 
of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences' (AMP AS) annual Oscar 
nominations, held this past Tuesday. I consider myself fairly 
well- versed in film and I make an honest effort to see as many new 
theatrical releases as possible. Still, every year this ersatz dog and 
pony show seems to leave me scratching my head in wonder over 
the sometimes lackluster nominees ... and even more perplexed 
about the noteworthy omissions. 

I'm sure 2000 is going to remain a banner year for major 
offenses on both counts, starting with a mind-boggling 12 nomi- 
nations for the Roman epic Gladiator starring Russell Crowe 
and directed by Ridley Scott (whose current Hannibal is a better 
and more refined directing effort). I can't fathom why everyone 
was so impressed with this derivative, flash-and-pizzazz re- 
venge drama which resembles something more akin to the World 
Wrestling Federation (WWF) than a credible period piece. And 
although I like Crowe, his "performance" here amounted to little 
more than a few battle grunts and several rallying locker-room 
speeches. Granted, I was mildly entertained while watching 
Gladiator (mostly due to the fine supporting turn from Joaquin 
Phoenix, who received a deserving nomination), but the film 
evaporated from my consciousness mere minutes after I finished 
watching it. 

Following closely behind Gladiator with 10 nominations is 
the Taiwanese spectacle Crouching Tiger, Hidden Dragon, a solid 
work from director Ang Lee, but certainly not the first (or even 
best) example of skilled acrobatic martial arts cinema. I have 
mixed feelings about Crouching Tiger in that I'm pleased Ameri- 
can audiences have so readily embraced a foreign martial arts 
film ... but having seen equally-impressive efforts from directors 
like John Woo, Tsui Hark, and Ringo Lam, I wasn't as bowled 
over as others by the movie. But of the top two nominees, I'd be 
much happier to see Crouching Tiger take away more honors next 
month, especially the Best Director award for Ang Lee. 

For weeks I've been hearing about Miramax's bold and 
obvious attempts to woo the 5,300 voters in the Academy into 
garnering support for their film Chocolat, and it appears to have 
worked — netting key noms for Best Supporting Actress (Judi 
Dench), Best Actress (Juliette Binoche), and Best Picture! Prob- 
ably the biggest dark horse in this year's Oscar race, it only 
recently began to appear on people's radar screen and proves that 
Academy voters can, indeed, be persuaded through relentless 
studio lobbying. 

Although he's been experiencing a veritable renaissance of 
late, director Steven Soderbergh may end up on the losing end by 
competing against himself in both the Best Director and Best 
Picture categories for Erin Brockovich and Traffic, two more 
examples of well-crafted film-making that paled in comparison 
to Soderbergh' s previous work (The Limey; Out of Sight; Sex, Lies 
& Videotape) and which lack the cutting-edge of past Oscar 
contenders. I neither loved nor hated either film — but they are 
best characterized as compelling dramas well-told . . . certainly not 
a ringing endorsement for their deserving of an Oscar. 

The two sure-locks among the six major categories are both 
in the supporting tier for actor and actress. Goldie Hawn's 
daughter Kate Hudson will almost assuredly go home famous on

Oscar night when she takes the award for Cameron Crowe's 
brilliant Almost Famous, and deservedly so. Likewise, the rivet- 
ing performance of the always-intriguing Benicio Del Toro 
remained the standout among a heavy-caliber cast in Traffic, and 
it's the kind of unforgettable performance that wins awards. 

But there's far less certainty in the Best Actor and Best 
Actress races, with solid turns from Joan Allen, Ellen Burstyn, 
and Julia Roberts to consider; and a few good men like Tom 
Hanks (again!), Russell Crowe, Ed Harris, and Geoffrey Rush 
battling it out. Burstyn was superb in an otherwise mediocre film, 
and I'd like to see underdogs like Harris or Rush beat out front- 
runners Crowe and Hanks. And, frankly, not every performance 
Tom Hanks gives is Oscar-worthy! As for Javier Bardem, I'll 
have to ask his mom how he was in Before Night Falls. 

For me, the gravest omissions this year were neither a Best 
Picture nomination for director Lars Von Trier's heartbreaking 
and visually amazing Dancer in the Dark... nor a Best Actress nod 
for star Bjork, whose performance left an indelible impression on 
me even months after seeing the film. I count both among the best 
work of the year and certainly superior to most of the above- 
mentioned selections. 

On a more promising note, this year's Oscar telecast will be 
hosted by none other than wild-and-crazy-guy Steve Martin, 
who will single-handedly force me to watch the entire 32-hour 
broadcast on Sunday, March 25 — stupid dance numbers and all.

The Rochester Board of Health, acting under the authority of Chapter 
111 , Section 31 , and Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 140, 
Section 5, approved the following regulations, in summary form, at a 
public meeting held on January 17, 2001. 

MASSAGE THERAPY REGULATIONS 
1.00 Authority 
2.00 Definitions 

Explains the meaning of massage/body, establishment, 
approved course of massage and massage therapist. 
3.00 Requirements for Individual Licensing 

All persons and establishments shall be licensed by the 
Board of Health. Licenses shall be displayed, applications for licenses 
shall be filled out and licenses shall provide proof of schooling, liability 
insurance and a certificate that applicant is free of tuberculosis. 
4.00 Exclusions and Exemptions 

Lists the types of professions that are exempt from the 
regulations. 

5.00 Requirements for Licensing an Establishment 

1 . Lists the hours of operation that business cannot be open 
without Board of Health permission; 

2. Lists the sanitary provisions that shall be kept for the 
establishment. 

6.00 Denial of Application 

Persons or establishments whose licenses are denied may 
request a hearing before the Board of Health. 
7.00 Suspension or Revocation of License 

No license shall be suspended or revoked without a hearing 
except if the Regional Sanitarian suspends license due to emergency 
conditions.

LEGAL NOTICE 

The Rochester Board of Health, acting under the authority of Chapter 
111, Section 31 of Massachusetts General Laws and 105 CMR 15.000 
Title V, unanimously approved the following regulations, in summary 
form, at a public meeting held on January 17, 2001. 

TOWN OF ROCHESTER - RULES AND REGULATIONS 
The Rochester Board of Health is responsible for the enforcement of 
the State Environmental Code, Title V: Minimum Standards for the 
Subsurface Disposal of Sanitary Sewage. These regulations have 
been promulgated to provide minimum standards for protection of 
public health and the environmental interests of the residents of 
Rochester. 

Procedure to obtain a Disposal Construction Permit 

Details seven steps to get construction permit from scheduling 
percolation tests, submission of 4 copies of the septic plan by 
engineer, well permit obtained by well driller, signing off of building 
permit, obtaining construction permit to submission of as-built by 
engineer. 

15.100 General Provisions 

All new construction shall be in compliance with Title V and 
Rochester Rules and Regulations. 

15.104 Percolation Rates 

Percolation tests for new construction shall be performed in 
test holes where the bottom of the test hole is above maximum ground 
water elevation based on soil mottling. Peres done prior to regulation 
change will be honored indefinitely allowing the engineer who 
conducted the percolation test to design the septic plan. 

15.105 Dewatered Percolation Test 
Dewatered percolation tests are prohibited. 



LEGAL NOTICES 



15.203 Septic System Flow Design Criteria 

Septic systems shall be constructed with a minimum flow 
capacity of 400 gallons per day for a three-bedroom home. 

15.211 Minimum Setback Distances - Well Location 

For new construction a well shall be located 1 50 feet from 
the soil absorption system and 50 feet from the edge of bordering 
vegetation wetland. The BVW shall be approved by the Conservation 
Commission and documented in the Order of Conditions. For repairs or 
upgrades, soil absorption system should be located 150 feet, but in no 
case less than 100 feet from a well. 

Wetland Setback Regulation 

For new construction the minimum setback to wetlands water 
courses, bordering vegetative wetlands shall be 150 feet from the soil 
absorption system. For repairs or upgrades whenever practical the soil 
absorption system shall be 150 feet from wetlands, watercourses, 
bordering vegetative wetlands but in no case less than 50 feet from 
wetlands without a variance from the Board of Health. Filling or 
replicating wetlands in order to attain minimal setback is prohibited. 

15.229 Pump System 

No pump system shall be allowed. New construction pumps 
may be allowed for repairs and upgrades of existing dwellings. 

15.232 Distribution Box 

All distribution boxes eight holes or less shall be H-20 
loading and placed level on a six inch, compacted stone bed. 

15.245 Soil Absorption System Siting Requirement 

Septics designed for new construction shall not be sited in 
areas with percolation rates slower than 20 minutes per inch. 

15.248 Reserve Areas 

Trench systems shall not have reserve areas located in 
between primary system areas. 

15.291 Shared Systems 

Shared systems as defined in Title V shall not be allowed for 
new construction without the use of secondary treatment. 

15.302 Criteria for Inspection 

Determination for Title V inspection shall be determined by a 
soil evaluation.

If the required immunizations or blood work for 
lead screening are incomplete for medical and /or 
religious reasons, a statement from a doctor or church 
official stating the reasons for exemption should be 
presented at the time of registration. A physical 
examination is required for entrance to school and must 
be completed by December 31, 2001. 

In addition, we request that if you have an 
outstanding court order or decree regarding the legal 
custody of your child, that you furnish the school with a 
copy of this at registration time.
